The raid, which followed the re- 
veipt' of information, was carried 
out with the minimum loss of time, 
with the result that much of the 
loot, which could not be spirited 
awiny within the short time avail- 
able to the culprits, was found 
intact.

The Consul in a elrcular letter 
sent to all Americans emphasized

While every effort was being 
made he aald,,to keep them fully ta- 
formed of the trend of military 
ovents in order that evacuation, if 
“made, should be well in advance of 
actual disturbances, it was quite 
possible that a disturbance might 


arise without warning, and neces- 
sitate - withdrawal under condi- 
tions of haste and strain. 


. Advised to Leave. 


In view of this situation it was 
strongly advised that” American 
women and children should leave 
oltlying stations, that Chinese 
: women and girls in colleges and 
sct ools operated by Am:ricar. mis- 
siuyns should be sent home aud thet 
those Americans in Nanking who 
are in advanced years or W'9 
because of ill health er {nfirmity 
ete., 
should proceed to Shanghai. Be- 
sides this’ American’ wumen. snd, 
‘children for whom no ‘pressing 
necessity exists to remain in Nan- 
king were advised to leave without 
undue delay, For those who stay 
at the present time, the strongest 
advices were given that they
